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DENK, SCHAERF CANDIDATES FOR AUSTRIAN PRESI- 
DENCY. Austria’s two big parties have selected their 
candidates for the presidency, which became vacant upon 
the death of Theodor Koerner. The People’s party nominee 
is 75-year-old Professor Wolfgang Denk, a surgeon, former 
dean of the Vienna Faculty of Medicine, at present head of 
the Austrian Cancer Research Institute. He has never been 
prominent in politics. 

The Socialists have put-up their chairman, Adolf Schaerf, 
67, Vice-Chancellor in the successive governments of 
Leopold Figl and Julius Raab. Schaerf, a lawyer, was 
parliamentary secretary of the Austrian Social Democratic 
party before the dissolution of the Austrian parliament in 
1934. Since 1945, at which time Karl Renner was elevated 
to the presidency, he has served as co-leader of the Austrian 
government coalition. 

Of Austria’s two remaining parties, which between them 
share about 10 per cent of the total vote, the Communists 
have not yet nominated a candidate, whereas the Freedom 
party announced its willingness to go along with the choice 
of the People’s party. The elections are scheduled for 
May 5th. 


UNITED STATES RELIEVING AUSTRIA'’S CONCERN OVER 
THE REFUGEES. Minister of the Interior Helmer and Under- 
secretary of State Grubhofer recently received Deputy 
Assistant Secretary Phillips. He was accompanied by 
representatives of the United States Embassy in Vienna. He 
came to vienna from Geneva, where Messrs. Helmer and 
Grubhofer had already had an opportunity to discuss the 
refugee problem with him in detail. These talks were then 
continued in a one-hour discussion in Vienna. 

Minister Helmer welcomed the fact that the United States 
Undersecretary had come to Vienna to make an on-the-spot 
study of the complicated refugee problem and to inspect the 
refugee camps in person. The conversation between the Aus- 
trian and United States representatives touched upon the 
problem of caring for the refugees in Austria and their emi- 
gration to other countries. Mr. Phillips emphasized that 
Congress would increase the immigration quota and that it 
would take particular account of Austria and the problem of 
the refugees in Austria. 

The United States official indicated that his country 
would assume the costs involved in further transportation of 
refugees. He said that the United States had turned over 2.5

FIRST GENERAL CONFERENCE OF |.A.E.A. TO BE HELD 
IN VIENNA, Vienna has been selected as the site for the 
first General Conference of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (I.A.E.A.) in a decision taken at the ninth meeting 
of the 18-nation Preparatory Commission now in session at 
United Nations Headquarters. The Commission has expressed

its appreciation of the Austrian Government’s offer. (As re- 
ported in our previous issue, the Parliament” building has 
been made available for the conference,)-- 

The Agency’s General’ Conference will be made up of 
all members. It will meet annually. The. date of the first 
General Conference has not yet been set (it cannot be held 
until a sufficient number of countries ratify the Statute of 
the Agency). Eighty nations have signed the Statute and are 
eligible to become members. 


TOURIST FACILITIES UNIMPAIRED BY REFUGEE 
PROBLEM. In a recent radio address, Chancellor Raab 
turned his attention to certain rumors which are damaging to 
the Austrian tourist trade; he reported that the influx of 
refugees into Austria had given rise in a number of countries 
to rumors that the presence of the Hungarians made it 
impossible for Austria to provide tourists with satisfactory 
food and lodgings, that Austrian transportation facilities 
were overcrowded and that supplies usually available to 
the hotels had been earmarked for refugee aid. (Cont'd p.2) 
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‘‘Austria had done her duty,”’ the Chancellor declared, 
‘and perhaps even a little more than her duty, for the refue 
gees. This is a fact recognized by the entire world. It is 
therefore all the more incomprehensible that it is precisely 
in the Free World that such baseless rumors, which never- 
theless are harmful to the Austrian economy, are being 
circulated.’’ 

RAAB: ON PRINCIPLES OF ECONOMIC POLICY. Inthe 
same radio address, Chancellor Julius Raab dealt with the 
popular investment program; he said: 

*“‘The situation is now normal we no longer have foreign 
troops in the country. We can proceed to construct an eco- 
nomic and social order in keeping with our own ideas. One 
step in this direction is to enable all the people to have a 
share in the country’s major economic assets; the State is 
surrendering some of its over-extended holdings and every 
individual citizen will be in a position to acquire shares in 
these assets, thereby becoming a partner and a beneficiary 
of some of the country’s most important enterprises. 

Popular Shares Program Stresses Industrial Democracy 

‘It is not merely a matter of giving the individual citi- 
zen of our country a feeling of being a partner or co-owner 
of the big plants, banks and industries, but of actually 
directing the future profits of these enterprises to thousands 
and tens of thousands of small stockholders. These practical 
advantages will induce the individual to buy more and more 
stocks as time goes on. In this way, increasingly large 
amounts wili be made available for plant modernization, for 
investment, and for the creation of new and better jobs. The 
resultant change should soon be apparent to every Austrian. 

‘*As one alternative, we have nationalized economy, the 
profits of which flow into the State coffers. If a nationalized 
plant needs new capital for investment, the State must step 
in with funds which its citizens have contributed in the form 
of taxes. The other alternative is that the plants should no 
longer belong to the State but to thousands of individual 
stockholders, i.e. to the people. The profits would flow into 
the pockets of whoever would own some of the popular 
shares. If the plants needed additional funds for investment 
they would, of course, not turn to the State but would issue 
additional stock. In the one case, the individual citizen 
has to pay additional taxes, a method which yields him no 
visible benefits: in the other case, he is glad to make funds 
available to industry by purchasing stocks on which he will 
draw interest, or, as in this case, dividends. 

Capital Formation Seen as Key to New Investment Policy 

‘I think it is perfectly clear which of these paths we 
should follow; I am very happy that the initial success of the 
popular shares is evidence that the Austrian people well 
understand what is involved. 

‘Tt is more important than ever before that the idea of 
saving should be encouraged in our country and that new and 
attractive methods of saving, such as the popular shares, 
should be developed. I say this because our economy is at 
the start of a gradual process of incorporation into a common 
European economy. If the plans for a Free Trade Area become 
a reality, all customs barriers between European countries 
will gradually disappear within the coming years. 


** At that stage, in ourcountry as elsewhere, only plants 
with ultra-modern equipment will be able to maintain their 
position in the European market; only if all of Austria’s 
industrial installations have nothing but first-class equip- 
ment will it be possible to maintain full employment in 
Austria, ”’

million dollars to the ICEM (Intergovernmental Committee for 
European Migration) and another 2 million dollars to the High 
Commissioner for Refugee Affairs, for use in aiding Austria. 
Phillips also mentioned that 10 million schillings are being 
made available for building alterations to provide space for 
refugees. On the subject of emigration, Mr. Phillips stated 
that the United States, in addition to carrying out its obli- 
gations toward various organizations concerned with problenis 
of emigration, wanted to remain in direct contact with Austria 
in order to contribute to the easing of the refugee problem 
confronting her. 

Undersecretary Phillips expressed satisfaction over 
Austria’s intention to adhere to the principle of the right of 
political asylum and he gave assurances that he would do 
everything in his power to relieve Austria’s concerns in the 
refugee question. 

The United States official then made a visit to the 
Foreign Affairs Office where he held detailed talks with 
Foreign Minister Figl on all aspects of the refugee problem.

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INDUSTRIAL CAPACITY UP SIX PER CENT. A survey of 


Austrian industry at the end of 1956 shows that capacity was 
expanded by 6 per cent, which was only half the increase 
achieved during 1955. This expansion, however, was greater 
than that in production, which amounted to only 4 per cent. 
Average utilization of capacity decreased from 83 to 80 per 
cent. 

The market situation has softened and competition has 
become intensified. Well-equipped companies with export ex- 
perience were able to increase their share in production at 
the expense of weaker companies. In all probability, compe- 
tition will be further intensified. Approximately one-third of 
the plants questioned expressed the belief that they could 
increase their sales if they could increase their production 
capacity. Twenty-three per cent of the companies were hind- 
ered by shortages in specialized labor and 12 per cent by raw 
material shortages. 

The increase in capacity provides confirmation of the 
growing importance of export: since November 1955, 46 per 
cent of the companies engaging in foreign trade have increa- 
sed their export figures. The average quota of exports rose 
by 17 per cent. 

The level of orders in investment goods industries fell 
off, most markedly in the vehicle producing industry. In con- 
sumer goods industries, on the other hand, this level has in- 
creased, especially in textiles, clothing and leather-proces- 
sing.

EXPANSION OF THE AUSTRIAN EXPORT MARKET. 
Chancellor Julius Raab recently reported to the Cabinet on 
the conclusion of an agreement providing for the purchase of 
American farm products under the United States Foreign Aid 

Law. The agreement provides for the purchase of farm 

products in the vallue of 5 million dollars. This amount will 
be used for importing corn from the United States. The 
schilling value accruing from the sale of these imports will 

be used for financing the export of Austrian products to 
third countries which are recipients of American aid. The 

agreement therefore opens up an opportunity for finding new 
markets for Austrian industrial products. 


STOCKS INCREASE IN VIENNA. A continuous increase in 
stock averages on the Vienna Stock Exchange was recorded 
throughout last year. The average price level, recorded at 
1,103 schillings in December 1955, rose to 1,170 schillings 
in January 1956 and reached a peak in November last at 1,346 
schillings. (Approx. 26 schillings to the dollar — Ed.) In De- 
cember 1956, at 1,313 schillings, the average was still con- 
siderably higher than that recorded at the end of the preced- 
ing year. It has been observed in competent quarters that the 
Vienna stock market, in its reactions to the extraordinary 
events of the past year, never did show the same degree of 
nervousness as observed in foreign stock exchanges. On the 
Austrian investment market in 1956 loans, mortgage debent- 
ures and other securities reached a total face value of ap- 
proximately 1.18 billion schillings. 


FORMERLY RUSSIAN-RUN INDUSTRIES REORGANIZED. In 
accordance with the State Treaty provisions, many industrial 
enterprises formerly administered by the Soviet occupation 
authorities (USIA) have been transferred to Austrian state 
ownership. Such of these as were covered by the First Natio- 
nalization Act of 1946 were placed under the administrative 
responsibility of the Austrian State Industry and Mining Ad- 
ministration. The latter is a limited company set up to ach- 
ieve legally and economically, the speediest possible inte- 
gration of the previously Russian-run enterprises into the na- 
tionalized industries. The best method of procedure has been 
found to be tying such enterprises in with large and financial- 
ly sound companies of the same type rather than setting them 
up as individual units. Such an arrangement allows for joint 
action to solve problems of raw material procurement, sales 
and investments. 

An example of such coordination is the planned merger of 
the Ranshofen United Aluminum Works with three USIA enter- 
prises, including the Berndorf Hardware Company. The ‘‘Schmid- 
huette Krems’’ has been merged with the United Austrian 
Iron and Steel Works (VOeEST) at Linz and will be provided 
with a new tin-plating installation under the VOeEST invest- 
ment program. This installation, a construction of the latest 
type, is designed to produce tin plate by the hot-rolled meth- 
od under fully automatic operation with a plating capacity of 
between 600 and 700 tons per month. 


UN BUILDS HOUSING IN AUSTRIA. In collaboration with the 
Land Government of Upper Austria, representatives of the 
United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees have worked 
out a program providing for the construction of 14 million 
schillings’ worth of housing for German-speaking refugees 
who, as of October 21, 1954, had not yet acquired Austrian 
citizenship, 

SUBSTANTIAL INVESTMENTS TO BOOST OIL PRODUCTION. 
The Austrian Petroleum Administration (OeMV) recently 
announced an investment program to cost approximately 687 
million schillings. This is the largest investment in the 
history of the Austrian oil industry (26 schillings to the 
dollar - Ed.). The sum is to be used in continuing the 
modernization and rationalization of Austrian crude oil 
production. 

Oil production in Austria during 1956 amounted to 
3,286,000 tons, but on the basis of conservative estimates 
production for 1957 is expected to be only 3,070,000. It is 
planned to offset this deficit by introducing the latest 
production methods. 


MATZEN: LARGEST OIL FIELD IN CENTRAL EUROPE. 
The major proportion of the sum to be provided under the 
new oil industry investment program will be expended in the 
fields of the Matzen area. Matzen ranks as the largest oil 
field as yet developed in Central Europe. The oil horizons 
in the Matzen area have not yet been fully explored. Use is 
being made in the exploration program of completely new 
drilling techniques. Among other things, the Austrian Pet- 
roleum Administration (OeMV) is planning to open up still 
unexplored structures by resorting to directional drilling 
methods. Until now, it has been impossible to drill ina 
number of localities, such as Prottes, Reihersdorf and 
Schoenkirchen, because it would have been necessary to 
remove the houses. Thanks to the recently developed direc- 
tional drilling techniques, it is now possible to tap strata 
lying thousands of meters below such localities. 


TEST BORING ACCELERATED IN LOWER AUSTRIA. The 
Austrian Petroleum Administration (OeMV) plans to carry 
out structural boring to the equivalent of a total depth of 
23,000 ft. in Lower Austria during the present year. The 
explorations comprise 22 test borings representing a total 
depth of 154,000 ft. The organization’s technicians are also 
hoping that they will be able to open up the large natural 
gas deposit at Rabensburg, close tothe Czechoslovak border. 
It is intended that this work should get under way immed 
iately, since operations are already being carried on with 
turbines on the Czech side of the border. (Turbines are 
used only for directional drilling). 


RECORD IRON ORE PRODUCTION. Domestic production of 
iron ore in 1956 was 3,257,887 tons, as compared with 
2,838,450 tons in 1955. Production of crude magnesite in 
1956 was 1,083,635 tons, as against 991,711 tons in 1955. 
These levels represent the highest annual production figures 
achieved to date in both these branches of the mining 
industry.

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THE GOAL IS 4 MILLION CUBIC METERS OF NATURAL 
GAS PER DAY. At the present time, the Austrian Petroleum 
Administration is producing approximately 2 million cubic 
meters of natural gas per day. Daily losses are estimated at 
500,000 cubic meters. 

When operations at the Zwerndorf facilities are fully 
exploited, production of an additional 1.5 million cubic meters 
will be possible, giving a total daily production of between 
3.5 and 4 million cubic meters. 

The amount of natural gas that would be absorbed by 
the planned chemical industry is relatively small. Even a 
project this large by Austrian standards would hardly require 
more than 500,000 cubic meters daily, so that considerable 
amounts of gas would still be available for other purposes. 
It is also planned to make extensive use of natural gas in 
replacing imported fuels for domestic heating purposes. With 
the balance fo trade in mind, this would be the most promising 
opportunity for utilizing natural gas. 

An even more promising outlook has been forecast by 
Professor Orlicek of the Vienna Institute of Technology who 
has reported that geologists estimate the Zwerndorf dry-gas 
field -- which contains by far the greatest Austrian gas 
Supply discovered to date -- will be able to supply 16 billion 
cubic meters of natural gas. 


AUSTRIAN STEEL CONSTRUCTION COMPLETED FOR 
SAUDI ARABIA. The United Austrian Iron and steel Works 
(VOeEST) in Linz, Upper Austria, has recently completed an 
extensive steel construction job under contract from the 
ARAMCO refinery at Ras Tanura, Saudi Arabia, The assign- 
ment, a desulphurization plant, has been erected by VOeEST 
and includes a 12story reaction tower of over 120 ft. in 
height, a compression chamber and a heat exchanger. 
AUSTRIAN MOTORISTS CATCHING UP... Between October 
1955 and October 1956, the number of motor vehicles in Aus- 
tria rose by 15.8 per cent to a total of 714,284. The greatest 
increases were in passenger vehicles (by 32.5 per cent to a 
total of 189,632) and in traction engines and tractors (by 
29.5 per cent to a total of 72,442). The number of light motor- 
cycles (up to 125 cc.) rose by 15.6 per cent to 150,891. The 
lowest rate of increase was registered by motorcycles over 
125 cc. (3.7 per cent to a total of 177,420), buses (by 4 per 
cent to 4,434) and trucks (5.8 per cent to 64,618). 

Since September 1937, the total number of vehicles in cir- 
culation has increased six-fold, the figure for passenger ve- 
hicles likewise attaining almost a six-fold increase. The 
number of trucks increased nearly five times, while traction 
engines and tractors showed an increase of as much as 300 
times. The number of s cial vehicles rose three times and 
that of motorcycles five times above the pre-war level. 

Vienna’s Inner City is already completely motorized; in 
theory, not a single inhabitant of that district would have to 
go on foot, since there is one passenger vehicle for every 
five inhabitants. In addition to its 7,328 automobiles, the 
First District (i.e. the Inner City) has 2,255 motorcycles, 
4,889 trucks and 1,029 special vehicles such as buses, fire 
engines, etc. The figures for the 4th, 6th, 7th and 9th Dis- 
tricts show less than 20 inhabitants per automobile. For 


Vienna as a whole, there is one passenger vehicle for every 
26 inhabitants. If the count is made on the basis of motor- 
cycles as well as automobiles, every fourteenth Viennese 
has some kind of powered vehicle. 

...BUT THEY ARE TRADITION-MINDED TOO (see Pic.) 
Austria’s only steam-driven automobile still in operation 
belongs to Josef Anderle, a 66-year-old pensioner of Vienna’s 
Hietzing district. When he goes for a ride, Mr. Anderle fills 
his tank with water: he gives it the steam, not the gas. 
However, the car must not travel at more than 20 kilometers 
per hour. Anderle bought the vehicle, an American Loco- 
mobile, in 1908. At the time, he was 18 years old, the car 





eight. Even after World War One, he drove it quite exten- 
sively. During World War Two, the tires of the antique 
vehicle acquired strategic significance and had to be turned 
in. In 1952 Anderle again applied for a license number, but 
it took two years for him to get it; not the least obstacle he 
had to face was the arrangement of the steam boiler: Austrian 
regulations prohibit the transpor tation of fuel under pressure. 
Since the vehicle’s boiler was fired by gasoline, it had to be 
converted to oil firing. A trained machinist, Anderle was 
able to do this job himself. The materials he used were an 
old vacuum cleaner and the fan of a discarded naptha-run 
automobile. 


FEWER AUSTRIAN PATENTS. Minister of Trade Bock point- 
ed out in a recent speech that Austrians are to be found in 
the ranks of inventors in nearly every technical field. How- 
ever, he expressed concern over the fact that the number of 
domestic patent applications had fallen off steadily in recent 
years. In 1955, only 55 per cent of the patents submitted were 
of native origin and in 1956 the figure had fallen to 40 per 
cent. In November 1956, 64 percent of the patent applications 
were from foreign countries. 

Dr. Bock declared that the desire of many inventors to 
have their ideas registered in Austria was evidence of the 
excellent reputation enjoyed by the Austrian Patent Office 
abroad. He explained, however, that one probable reason for 
the interest in such registration was the fact thatthe Austrian 
Patent Office makes a preliminary test as to novelty, a pro 
cedure which is not required in many other countries. 
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CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


AUSTRIAN CONDUCTORS OVERSEAS. The Austrian con- 
ductor Josef Krips has accepted an invitation as atristic 

director of the 1957 Cincinnati Music Festival. He is also 
scheduled to conduct the Symphony of the Air in New York 
and the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra in London. Wilhelm 
Loibner, conductor at the Vienna State Opera, has accepted 
an offer from Japan and, as of April 1, 1957, he will direct 
the Symphnoy Orchestraof the City of Tokyo under a one-year 
contract. Another Vienna State Opera conductor, Michael 
Gielsen, will direct the Mozart opera ‘‘The Magic Flute’’ in 
Athens duringthe second half of August of this year with a 
cast which includes Austrian singers. 


SAMUEL BARBER OPERA TO BE PERFORMED IN SALZ- 
BURG. In 1958, the Salzburg Festival will, for the first time, 
include a modern American opera in its program. The work to 
be produced is Samuel Barber’s opera ‘‘Vanessa,’’ with lib- 
retto by Gian-Carlo Menotti. Following the presentation at 
Salzburg, the opera will be included in the repertory of the 
Vienna State Opera. 


“ANNIE GET YOUR GUN’’ TO OPENAT THE VOLKSOPER; 
BRENDA LEWIS IN TITLE ROLE. U.S. soprano Brenda 
Lewis, having scored in ‘‘Kiss me, Kate,’’ has now been en- 
gaged to play the title role in ‘“‘Annie Get Your Gun” which 
will have its opening night at the Vienna Volksoper on Feb- 
ruary 26, 


RUDOLF KEMPE TO CONDUCT IN VIENNA. Rudolf Kempe 
has been engaged to conduct a number of performances at the 
Vienna State Opera. He will be in charge of five productions 
during the month of February: ‘‘Fidelio’’ on February 4th, 
‘‘Der Rosenkavalier’’ on the 5th, ‘‘Don Giovanni’’ on the 
6th, and ‘‘La Boheme’’ on the 8th and 11th. 


EUGENE O'NEILL PLAY AT 1957 SALZBURG FESTIVAL. 
Eugene O’Neill’s posthumously published work ‘‘Touch of a 
Poet’’ is scheduled for the 1957 Salzburg Festival where it 
will be played in German under the title ‘‘Fast ein Dichter.” 
The German-language premiere will be produced by Oskar 
Fritz Schuh, the translator of the play. 
AUSTRIAN ARTISTS IN U.S., SOUTH AMERICA, Conductor 
Karl Boehm last month conducted the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra in a series of eight symphony concerts in the 
orchestra’s home town. Two of the concerts were televised. 
Austrian-born conductor Hans Rosbaud, chiefly noted 
for his interpretations of modern music, has been appointed 
mus‘ :al director of the German program to be presented at 
the ‘‘Teatre Colon’’ in Buenos Aires during Aug. and Sept.,57. 


HANS FRONIUS EXHIBITION IN MEXICO. On February 19th 
an exhibition of the works of Austrian artist Hans Fronius 
was opened at Mexico City’s Palais de Bellos Artes in the 
‘‘Hall of International Friendship.”’ The artist is especially 
well-known as illustrator of Franz Kafka’s books. His 
exhibition marks the first time since the end of the war that 
an Austrian artist has been shown in Mexico. 
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
